Locusts.—If locusts presented them- 
selves by hundreds of thousands, or even

Sometimes a few light squirm 
ishers, preceding the main host, cause 
the hearts of the inhabitants to thrill 
with terror, for they know what they 
have to expect. They arrive, drifting 
with the wind from the south or the 
southwest. At last, a gentle murmur is 
heard high in the air, than a loud buzz- 
ing; then a low, continuous roar, like 
that of distant thunder then, as the 
wind sweeps them forward, the black 
battalions show their fronts to the sky, 
tlighting in countless millions as they 
advance. The terror of the population 
then makes itself evident ; they climb 
trees, and hoot and shout, to scare away 
the heedless and invincible intruders ;

water—all in vain; the

How To PREYENT SUNSTROKE—In 
a note addressed to the President of the 
Metropolitan Board of Health, of New 
York, Dr, Harris, the registrar and cor-

“When exposed to excessive heat the 
natural perspiration or sweating must 
not be checked; let the sweat flow, and 
do not throw off all the flannel garments.

Tir CATTLE PraavEr.—Considerable | 


alatm has been created in some parts of 
the country by the rapid spread of a ma- 
lignant disease, bursting forth as an epi- 
demic among herds of enattle in certain 
portions of Illinois and Indiana, from 
whence the New York city district and 
the most populous portions of the Eastern 


and Middle States are supplied. Inves- 
tigations ordered by the New York 


Board of Health, fully confirm the opin- 
ion that the flesh of these diseased ani- 
mals cannot be safely used for food. 

As curing the diseased animals is out 
of the question, the only remedy is to 
separate them from the sound cattle, and 
kill them or keep them isolated. A vig- 
orous quarantine is demanded. The 
Governors of New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania are co-operating for 
this purpose, 

We, in Massachusetts, should also be 
on the look out, as our cattle come from 
all parts of the country, and inspectors 
should be appointed by the Governor to 
examine the cattle brought by Railroads 
into our State from the West. From 
measures taken in other States we may 
hope that the plague will be checked.

The 
inside of each consists usually of two 
rooms, one back the other, with a 
large hole cut in the centre of the parti- 
tion, wherein is placed a two-story stove, 
Which at once warms the front room and 
| the sleeping room in the rear. I went 
into one at 6 1-2 A, M., andin the back 
room saw four beds side by side, in 
which all the family sleep, and in two of 
which three great lazy masculine lubbers 
were snoozing away, while the females 
were up and at work. We here saw a 
live lynx, or tiger cat,as they call it, just 
caught ina trap near by, and the man 
who caught it looked about as wild as 
the lynx itself.

Itis this: When a piece 
of iron is heated it expands, the force of 
expansion being equal to a force which

A heated boiler expands. If its contents 


are homogeneous the expansion is equa 
ble. But it contains water in two physi- 
cal states which are not homogeneous, 
i.e., steam and water, Steam can be su 
perheated, water cannot.—the quantity 
of heat being limited by the existing 
pressure. At 100 pounds to the square

|. WHat MASSACHUSETTS PRODUCES 
Datry.—The following is an abstract of 
the letter written by the President of the 
Boston Board of Trade in reply to a se- 
ries of questions propounded by Commis- 
sioner Joseph 8S. Wilson, of the General 
Land Office: — 

You state that a leading journal esti- 
mates that the daily result of the pro- 
ductive labor of Massachusetts equals a 
million of dollars, and thereupon request 
me to express my opinion on the follow- 
ing points: First, as to the entire accu- 
| racy of the above estimate; second, if so, 
| does it include all branches of business 
pursued in the State? or, third, is re- 
stricted to agriculture, mining, fisheries, 
manufactures and other pursuits, either 
| of which confer original value by produc- 
ing the raw material or develop latent 
valnes by mechanical processes? 

In answer to the first interrogatory I 
think it falls far short of the actual vi alue 
of the daily product. Our last tabular 
statement was made up to the Ist of 
May, 1865. This statement was careful- 
ly prepared by the Seeretary of our 
Commonwealth from returns furnished 
by each city ane town in the State, in 
purstiance of an act of the Legislature 
requiring sue h returns to be m: ade every 
ten years. By that table I find that 
the industrial “protic ts for the year end- 
ing. May 1, 1865, exhibited a grand total 
of $517,240,613, being over a million and 
a half for each working day in the year 
with a capital of S$174,499.950, and ‘giv- 
ing employment to 271,421 persons en- 
gaged in manufacturing, and 68,636 in 
agricultural pursuits—making together 
340,057 persons. The increase during 
the last decade is about seventy-five per 
cent. over the former one, and as three 
years have elapsed since the date of the 
last returns, we should add at least twen- 
ty-five per cent. to obtain the result at 
the present time, so that the amount at 
the present moment should be estimated 
at $650,000,000, or $2,000,000 each work- 
ing day. 

If I understand your second query cor- 
rectly it asks, if mercantile or other pur- 
suits not directly connected with the pro- 
duction of raw material or the enhance- 
ment of its value by labor or mechanical 
skill are included? If this should be the 
right understanding I should answer no, 
except so far as necessary to bring the 
products to market, ete., and this, I think, 
answers your third question, to which I 
would further say that these tables 
include every kind of manufactured pro- 
duet, including agricultural productions, 
shipbuilding, coastwise freights, erection 
of buildings, of fisheries—in short every 
industrial pursuit in commerce, banking 
and business of like nature, and also 
excluding the value of farms, lands and 
buildings,

A New System or Rosh Cusrune. 
Sonie Hf the French and English journals 
apeak of a tiew method of growing roses, 

nite different from any before practised. 
The essential points are three, first to 
prune out ail the old wood; second to 
shorten the new wood very little; and, 
third, to peg it down flat to the earth. 
The rose is allowed to bloom, like a 
raspberry, only on the wood of the last 
year’s growth; and this wood is very 
slightly pruned, All thisis unorthodox, 
and contrary to every received maxim. 
"ihe effect, however, is said to be very 
fine, The long, young shoots, pegged 
down to the ground, produce an abund- 
ance of flowers from every eye; while 


tn 


Wi 
fresh shoots grow up with the greatest 
vigor from the centre of the plant. These, 
in turn, are pegged down the next year, 


those which had bloomed being first cut | 


away. It seems incredible that roses, 


under this treatment, should produce as | 


large flowers as under the system of short 
and severe pruning; but they can certain- 
ly be produced in a prodigious abundance. 
The ground is said to be compl tely hid- 
den with masses of folinge and blossoms. 
The effect of laying the shoots in a hori- 
zontal position is to cause the eyes, or 
Jeaf-buds, to open from end to end of the 
stem; while if it had been left in its nat- 
ural, upright position, the tendency of 
the sap to rise would have caused the 
eyes at the top toopen, while those below 
remained dormant. The new 
will probably be found to have one great 
advantage; the rose will live longer 
under it than when subjected to very 
close pruning. This latter practice is 


sure to result every season in a quantity 


of dead wood, which has to bo cut away. 
Some varieties, when cut near to the 
ground year after year, rapidly decline, 
and at length die. 


The plan of long pruning and pegging | 


down was first tried two or three years 
ago in “England and France, and has 
since been practised with great success 
by a French cultivator, M. Jean Sisley 
of Lyons, who describes his experience 
in the Revue Horticole. 
a trial here. We mean to try it, and we 
commend it to all. amateurs who have 
time and patience for experimenting.— 
F. Parkman, in Am. Journal of Horticul- 
ture.

The first public announcement of the 
success of this extraordinary device 
“solur engines,” kept in totion sole ly by 
the sun’s radiant heat, have been actually 


constructed by him and — successfully 
oper ated—was made by Capt. Ericsson 
to the Sweedish University of Lund, ot 


its late centennial celebration. Trom his 
communication to that body it’ appears 
that for several years this engineer has 
been experimenting with the view of so 


concentrating the sun's heat as to obtain 


from it a practical motive power. At 
length, at the beginning of the present 


year, he was able to construet three 


tration of the heat of the solar rays, and 
the other two by the expansion of atmnos- 
pheric air, heated directly by concentrat 
ed radiant heat. Ile shows that, such is 
the enormous development of solar heat, 
an area of ten feel aquare on the sun's 
surface will drive “a real steam engine of | 
45,984 horse power, demanding a con- 
sumption of more than 100,000 pounds of 


coal every hour, But, of course, inter- 
esting as are these new studies of the 


earth’s heating power, his statistics re- 
garding the possible concentration of the 
sun’s heat on the earth's surface are still 
more so. And, without going into th 
process, we may briefly say that Capt. 
Ericsson’s experiments show that the 
concentration of solar heat on ten feet 
square (or 100 square feet of surface), 
devolops a power excecdine one-horse 


power. If, therefore, he adds,a Swedish 
square mile were covered with these 
solar engines, “64,800 engines, each of 


100 horse-power,” could be kept in’ mo- 
tion by the radiant heat of the sun thus 
collected. 

The audacity of this enterprise and the 
incalculable reach of its results are alike 
‘ bewildering; but it is already, as we 
have said, a practical success, insomuch 
that Mr. Delamater, proprietor of the 
well-known Delamater iron works, de-
